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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to EP 838,501, it is clear that the 
compositions contain conventional additives and that conventional additives include nucleating agents. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would know that in order to obtain the high heat deflection temperature shown in Table 2 that high levels of crystallization are needed and 
that nucleating agents are the conventional additives used to obtain high crystallization in PET. As evidence of this see in addition to 
Brydson, Akagi (4344874) at col. 1 , lines 24-29 and lines 49-64. As evidence that 1 5% crystallinity is not a high level of crytallinity in 
injection molded PET artlicles see Wainer (4000229) Table 4 at cols. 25-26. With respect to JP 1-247454, PET is taught as preferred at 
page 4 second full paragraph of the translation and nucleating agents are taught page 7, line 3 of the translation. For reasons discussed 
above, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use nucleated PET when PET is used as the polyester in the 
compositions of JP '454 in order to obtain high levels of crystallization, above 15%, resulting in good mechanical properties. 
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
